League Arbitrators Should -- Not

Take Trips

(BY IUUlT EVANS)

Spring Training Trips
The Cleveland baseball team has

adopted a step in the right direction
relutivo to the umpiring on spring
training trips.

"lied" Carney, who for years' lias
been tho outstanding umpire among
the Cleveland amateurs, will tour
the South with the Indians.

For a number of years it has
been customary for a major league
umpire to be assigned to each club
that desired an official. -

Such an assignment meant that
for six weeks in the spring the um-

pire would llvo and travel with the
team to which ho waa assigned.

In no profession more than Hi um-

piring does familiarity make for
contempt

In a great many cases the spring
training assignment has worked' a
hardship on tho umpire.

I have never fancied .the spring
training trips. During my 1!) years'
ronnectlon with the American leu'gue
I have turned down such offers.

Iniplrcs Get In Ibid
The assignment has always car-

ried with it a guarantee bt from
$500 to $1,000 and all expenses for
live or six weeks' work.

However, I have always felt that
the spring training trips might make
much moro than that amount of
trouble for the umpire ufter the
season started.

I know of several umpires who
have had very unpleasant experi-
ences in the South with major league
clubs. All of them have now put
a ban on spring work.

In one instance trouble that arose
during a tour of tho South got the
umpire In bad and was Indirectly
the cause of him having a bad sea-
son. Later he was released.

Ho has always figured that the
spring games worked his undoing.

Recently President Heydler of the
National league came out strongly
against the practice of major league
umpires working spring games.
1

National League t

Heydler stated that
while he placed no ban on the um-

pires, he would bo just as well
pleased if none of them accepted
southern engagements.

If the games were mere practice
affairs with no great attention paid
to results, the umpiring would mean
nothing. Instead the games are for
blood.

Tho rival teams, in an effort to
uphold tho prestige of their leagues,
often play even harder than during
the regular season.

In a great many cases the spring
series are nothing more or less than
miniature world scries.

For instance, there is the series to
be played this spring between
Washington and New York. I think
it is to be a matter of 14 games.

That series is going to bo a real
battle. The umpires are going to
earn far more than their allotted
stipend.

And in all probability their rulings
would be received with far less kick-
ing than if big league umps wcri) in
charg.;.
